1.  This  is  a combined  mail  and  floor  bid  auction.  All  mail  bids  must  be  received  at  our  place  of  business  not  later 

than  10  a.m..  Central  Daylight  Time,  August  21,  1972.  The  highest  mail  bid  for  each  lot  will  buy  it,  unless  it  is 
exceeded  by  a floor  bid.  The  highest  mail  bid  on  each  lot  will  be  reduced  to  just  above  the  second  highest  mail  bid

IMPORTANT  NOTES  FOR  ALL  BIDDERS 


We  anticipate  that  over  two-thirds  of  all  lots  in  this  auction  will  be  sold  to  mail  bidders.  This  is  an  unusually  high 
percentage  and  may  be  an  important  consideration  when  you  decide  on  your  bids.  We  would  expect  that  the  wise  buyer  will 

submit  numerous  bids,  all  at  levels  commensurate  with  his  idea  of  the  value  of  each  lot.  On  items  that  he  really  wants 

badly,  the  serious  mail  bidder  will  bid  well  above  the  top  estimate,  recognizing  that  his  bid  will  be  reduced  to  just 
above  the  second  highest  mail  bid  but  also  realizing  that  he  may  be  in  competition  with  seriously  interested  floor  bid- 
ders and  that  the  cataloguer  will  bid  for  him  against  floor  bids  up  to  the  top  limit  of  his  mail  bids. 

On  lots  in  which  the  mail  bidder  is  definitely  interested, albe i t not  ecstatic,  he  should  bid  very  close  to  the  estimate 
with  his  exact  bid  being  determined  by  his  own  knowledge  and  desires.  On  lots  of  only  marginal  interest,  the  mail  bid- 
der may  wish  to  bid  at  what  he  considers  to  be  wholesale  level.

(10)  Length  and  width  to  the  nearest  millimeter  (25  milli- 
meters is  approximately  one  inch.) 

(11)  Series,  estampa  (Brazil  only)  and/or  serial  number(s), 

(12)  Name  or  initials  of  printer  (see  list  below), 

(13)  Condition,  grade  or  state  of  preservation  in  accord- 
ance with  standards  usually  employed  in  our  business. 

Generally,  no  description  is  given  of  the  reverse  design  of 
any  banknote  unless  we  feel  it  is  different  from  the  normal 
issue  or  because  it  is  overprinted. 

We  have  noted  wide  variations  in  grading  standards  for  bank 
notes;  we  can  only  state  that  we  have  had  few  complaints  in 
our'  grading  of  paper  money  and  have  had  very  few  notes  re- 
turned for  being  overgraded.  Therefore,  we  assume  that  our 
standards  are  in  line  with  those  of  the  vast  majority  of 
paper  money  collectors. 

We  expect  many  new  price  levels  to  be  established  for  bank- 
notes during  this  auction.

KING  FAROUK'S  SIGNATURE  (See  Lot  #1061) 

An  extensive  collection  of  Latin  American  paper  money  which  was  once  the  property  of  King  Farouk  of  Egypt,  together  with 
other  important  consignments,  is  hereby  offered  through  mail  bids  and  the  first  two  sessions  of  a five-session  public 
auction  to  be  conducted  by  ALMANZAR'S  COINS  OF  THE  WORLD,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  on  August  21  and  22,  1972. 

King  Farouk  was  born  in  Cairo  in  1920  and  succeeded  his  father  as  King  of  Egypt  in  1936.  He  was  perhaps  the  world's  best 
known  and  wealthiest  collector  of  coins,  paper  money  and  other  artifacts.  In  July,  1952,  a military  revolution  compelled 
Farouk  to  abdicate  and  flee  Egypt.  He  died  in  Rome,  Italy,  in  1965. 

The  well  known  auction  house  of  Sotheby's  of  London  was  commissioned  to  prepare  the  Egyptian  palace  and  to  sell  Farouk's 
fabulous  collections  at  public  auction.  This  auction  is  usually  referred  to  as  the  "Palace  Sale."  John  Synge,  one  of 
Sotheby's  staff,  spent  months  on  the  preliminary  details  of  the  sale.  Sotheby's  chairman,  Peter  Wilson,  flew  to  Cairo  to 
make  final  arrangements  for  the  sale  and  was  accompanied  by  no  less  than  six  world  renowned  numismatic  experts.  The  col- 
lection took  three  months  to  catalog  and  eleven  days  to  sell  at  auction.  In  Sotheby's  own  words,  "The  Palace  Collection 
of  Egypt,  to  be  sold  by  auction  in  Cairo  in  February  and  March  of  1954,  constitutes  the  most  extensive  and  remarkable 
collections  of  their  kind  ever  to  be  offered  for  public  sale.  The  occasion  inevitably  suggests  comparison  with  the  sales 
of  the  Whitehall  collections  under  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  contents  of  Versailles  in  1793." 

A large  portion  of  King  Farouk's  paper  money  collection  was  acquired  by  the  late  Robert  Franklin  Schermerhorn  at  the  fab- 
ulous Palace  Sale  in  Cairo.  Mr.  Schermerhorn,  Dallas  oil  man,  ANA  life  member,  paper  money  specialist  and  former  owner 
of  the  Texas  Stamp  and  Coin  Company,  died  in  August,  1957.  The  executor  of  his  estate  sold  the  Latin  American  paper  money 
section  intact  to  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Bain  of  Dallas. 

Mr.  Bain  has  been  a collector  of  paper  currency  for  over  40  ye.srs.  He  assisted  the  late  Robert  Friedberg  with  his  first 
book  on  paper  currency  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  Bob  Medlar,  V/illiam  Donlon  and  others  with  their  books  on  paper 
currency.  Mr.  Bain  is  a past  president  of  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  and  is  presently  an  honorary  member  and 
on  the  Board  of  Governors.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  ANA  for  over  25  years  and  is  presently  working  on  a book  about 
early  fiscal  issues  of  Texas.  He  has  written  many  articles  on  paper  currency  for  "The  Numismatist",  "Paper  Money"  (pub- 
lication of  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors)  and  TNA  News  (publication  of  the  Texas  Numismatic  Association.)

1061  The  next  to  last  lot  in  this  paper  money  section  of  this  auction  is  an  unusual  one,  an  original  envelope 

in  which  King  Farouk  of  Egypt  stored  his  banknotes.  It  is  probable  that  not  many  of  these  were  saved  and 

it  could  be  unique.  It  is  a manila  envelope  249  X 128  millimeters.  In  the  upper  center  of  the  front  is 
a rubber  stamp  of  Farouk's  signature  in  Egyptian  characters  with  a small  crown  above.  Just  to  the  right 
of  this  stamp  is  "W:3."  written  in  red  pencil.  Further  to  the  right  is  "Preces  9"  written  in  pencil. 

The  condition  is  Extremely  Fine  by  paper  money  standards 

*1062  Wool  carpet  woven  with  the  design  of  the  first  5 pound  banknote  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  in  Turkey.  In  i915 

the  Ottoman  Empire,  under  Sultan  Mohamed  Rachad,  issued  a new  5 Ottoman  pound  banknote,  the  highest  denom- 

ination issued  at  the  time.  Ten  of  these  carpets  were  woven  in  Turkey  with  the  design  of  the  5 pound 
note.  The  following  translation  of  the  Turkish  writing  on  the  carpet  was  made  by  Aziz  Bey  of  the  Turkish 
Ambassade  [Foreign  Office]: 

"Ottoman  Highest  State 

Issued  according  to  the  Law  of  23  Eilul  [September],  1331  [1915  A.D,] 

The  equivalent  in  gold  is  deposited  in  full. 

[Signed]  Ta^aat,  Minister  of  Finance. 

The  gold  is  available  in  Istanbul  on  request." 

The  serial  number,  A159334,  appears  twice  on  the  carpet. 


Aziz  Bey  further  stated,  "This  carpet  commemorates  the  first  issue  of  the  highest  value 
five  Ottoman  pounds.  The  carpet  was  woven  in  Turkey  to  my  knowledge,  and  not  in  Persia 
thought.  Only  ten  carpets  in  wool  representing  the  five  pound  note  were  made.  This  is 
rare  carpet."

The  following  history  of  this  rare  carpet  is  translated  from  the  Lebanese  magazine,  "A1  usbouh  El  Arabi", 
issue  of  11  January  1965.  This  carpet  was  the  property  of  the  Sha'^  of  Iran  and  was  inherited  by  him  from 
his  father.  Both  the  Shah  of  Iran  and  hi.s  former  wife,  Emira  Fawzie,  sister  of  King  Farouk  o'f  Egypt,  were 
fond  of  this  carpet.  Emira  Fawzie  took  it  with  her  on  the  occasion  of  a visit  to  her  brother  in  Cairo. 

Her  brother.  King  Farouk,  fell  in  love  with  the  carpet  and  insisted  that  she  leave  it  with  him,  which  she 
did.  When  Emira  Fawzie  returned  to  her  husband  in  Teheran,  he  asked  about  the  carpet.  She  said,  "My 
brother.  King  Farouk,  refused  to  give  it  back  to  me."  The  Shah  was  infuriated  and  then  and  there  pro- 
nounced the  divorce  because  of  the  carpet. 


This  is  your  opportunity  to  own  a truly  distinctive  and  historical  artifact,  a Turkish  carpet  of  whic*^ 
only  ten  were  made  and  possibly  the  one  which  caused  the  divorce  of  the  Shah  of  Iran  and  nis  former  wife, 
Emira  Fawzie,  brother  of  King  Farouk. 

It  is  4'  7"  by  2'  7"  not  counting  the  fringe  across  the  top  and  bottom.  It  is  greenish-brown  in  color, 
the  same  as  the  original  banknote  it  commemorates.
